Recause not only are the conditions 
lof the debtors changing from day 
te day, but you also have the decis- 
ions of the courts on legislation af- 
fecting the problem and you have 
the Dominion government in ses- 
sion with an amendment before 
them to the Farmers’ Creditors’ Ar- 
rangement Act. 


TWO METHODS 

“Broadly speaking there are two 
methods, of debt reduction. One is 
a horizontal cut applying either 
be principal or interest. This, of 
of course, cannot teke into con- 
sideration the rights and equities as 
between the parties and it does 
not restore the natural relation- 
ship which must exist between 
debtor and creditor. In addition the 
province has no power to make a | 
horizontal cut, at least in so far as | 
interest is concerned. 

“The other method is that of 
securing a reduction on an equi- 
table basis by means of an agree- 
ment between parties by the im- 
provement of a board to adjust 
debt, And if an adjustment can- 
not be made because of the un- 
reasonableness of one or other 
of the parties, then means must 
be found of compelling a rea- 
sonable settlement, 
“Unfortunately the province have 
not the authority to compel a set- 
tlement but I believe that this can 
be accomplished under the Farm- 

ers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act, 
especially if a number of boards 
are set up within the province. 


NOW DO NOTHING 

“My criticism of the govern- 
ment’s action to date in this mat- 
ter is that in the first place they 
made the problem a political issue 
and, having received a great deal 
of credit by passing acts that were 
beyond their power, they now do 
nothing and after the government 
have been in power nearly three 
years conditions are just as bad as 
ever, interest at high rates is ac- 
cumulating and no relief of any 
kind has been given, The govern- 
ment, while making it a political 
issue and knowing their limited 
powers in the matter, still persist

“All these methods have been 
tried and all failed. The proper 
method had been outlined in the 
budget speech and used by the 
government. But can this method 
be accomplished under the pres- 
ent constitutional powers? It is 
abundantly clear that debtors 
must be given relief, that the ac- 
cumulation of interest which pil- 
ed up when agriculture prices 
made it impossible for the farm- 
ers to pay must be written off 
and the high rates of interest 
must be reduced. It is also es- 
sential that whatever is to be 
done must be done quickly and 
must result in the restoration of 
the natural relationship between 
the debtor and the creditor. 

“Difficult as the problem is be- 
cause of its very nature and be- 
cause of the constitution, the solu- 
tion is made easier because of the 
reasonableness of at least 80 per 
cent of debtors and creditors. It is 
true there is a difficulty with the 
remaining 20 per cent, but means 
must be found to deal with them, 


NUMBER OF BOARDS 

“My own idea would be to set up 
a substantial number of debt ad- 
justment boards throughout the 
province and have them, as quickly 
as possible, deal with all applica- 
tions, and I am quite sure that they 
will be able to settle at least 80 per 
cent. of all cases, provided, of 


| course, the personnel of the boards 
|is of the highest integrity and com- 


mands the respect and confidence 
of both debtors and creditors and 
provided further that the act is ad- 
ministered with the greatest care. 

“With the remaining 20 per cent. 
which these boards will not be able 
to adjust those files can be referred 
to the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrange- 
ment boards. To obtain these 
boards there should be the closest 
co-operation between the province 
and the Dominion, and, assuming 
that the amending act now before 
the house of commons is passed, I 
am sure there will be no difficulty 
in-this respect. 

“There has been no _ difficulty, 
for example, between the honorable 
the minister of Jands and mines and 
the Dominion authorities in respect 
to the Metis. I think we should 
assume that the minister in charge 
of the act will have sense enough 
to try co-operation and will not 
challenge the minister at Ottawa to 
debate the case in the by-election 
in East Edmonton, 


ABILITY TO PAY 

“Assuming that a number of 
boards are sct up under the Farm- 
ers’ Creditors’ Arrangement act the 
work of these boards would, by 
reason of the work of the debt ad- 
justment boards, be greatly dimin- 
ished. In the first place the Devt 
Adjustment Board would have 
made a thorough investigation not 
only of the liabilities of the debtor, 


in passing acts so as to get the poli- 
tical advantage and create the im- 
pression that they were fighting 
for the debtor, when as a matter 
of fact they knew the proper 
method of dealing with the problem 
and in connection with debts owing 
to the province, itself, they used 
the proper method. 

“May I refer, Mr. Speaker, to Mr.

“T stress again that one act will 
not solve the problém and for that 
reason I believe that a committee 
of this assembly should be set up 
to study.the problem from time to 
time and to bring in recommenda- 
tions, because any act that is 
passed will have to be amended 
from time to time as conditions 
change and I stress that the success 
or failure of the proposal will en- 
tirely depend, not only on the ad- 
ministration of the act, but on the 
type of boards that will be set up.

AGRICULTURE IN THE UNITED KINGDOM

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mary Anne D. writes: “I know 
that you have commented from time to time on 
the subject of dizziness, but I must confess that 
I did not pay much attention to your comments 
because at that tire I was not dizzy. I now find 
that I am dizzy at very frequent intervals and I 
am going to presurne on your good nature and 
ask you to once more discuss dizziness for my 
benefit, even though I realize that you must be 
tired of the subject.” 

ANSWER Inasmuch as dizziness is a very 
common symptom, it is necessary for me to 
discuss it often, if I wish to help those people 
who are troubled with it.

On This Date 


A Day ig Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
Eighty years ago today, 
March 12. 1858, the people of the 
then small Canada saw something 
unusual, recruiting sergeants with 
the traditional ribbons in their 
caps and the drums rolling and 
bugles blowing as they invited the 
young men to enlist in the first 
regiment of the British army to be 
raised in Canada. Of course, Hali- 
fax and Quebec, as old garrison 
cities, had seen similar parades be- 
fore, and perhaps Montreal in the 
early days. but the historic formula 
of old Britain was new to many 
folk in Kingston, Toronto and Lon- 
don. 

The sergeants were out to organ- 
ize the One Hundredth Regiment, 
to be known as “The Royal Cana- 
dians.” It was a time when the old 
country sorely needed soldiers. The 
governor-general, Sir Edmund 
Walker Head, had told the war 
office thet he thought a regiment 
could be raised in Canada and he 
was told to go ahead and select 
from Canadians all the men, four 
ensigns, eight lieutenants, six cap- 
tains and one major, the rest of 
the officers to be named when the 
regiment reached England. Baron 
deRottenburg, then adjutant-gen- 
eral of militia, was given the com- 
mand; one of the ensigns was C. A. 
Boulton, twice scout leader against 
Riel and later senator from Man- 
itoba. 

The regiment was thoroughly 
Canadian, equally divided between 
Lower end Upper Canada, and it is 
recorded that there was spontan- 
eous response from 
elernent . . . Lieut. Alexander R. 
Dunn, who had won the Victoria 
Cross in the historic charge at 
Balaclava while serving in the 
13th Hussars, was. named major, 
and later took over the command 
The regiment, garbed in all sorts 
of uniforms, no regular supply 
being at hand, sailed from Quebec 
in June and July and on landing 
in England were sent to Shorneliffe 
where they were the butt of British 
Tommies because of their “Guy 
Fawkes” unifo"ms; but these were 
soon exchanged for seariet 
blue facings. And then they were 
turned over to the “care” of Eng- 
lish sergeant-majors, who gave the 
“colonials” everything in the army 
manual, which meant something in 
those days! 

The Prince of Wales (ater Ed- 
ward VII) then only 17, presented 
the regiment with colors and there- 
after it was “The Prince of Wales 
Royal Canadian Regiment.” It was 
stationed at Gibraltar and Malta for 
some time and then returned to 
Canada. when the ‘Trent affair 
threatened war with the United 
States, the right wing quartered et 
Montreal, the left at Ottawa. At the 
end of 10 years most of the men 
decided to remain at home and 
when the regiment went back to 
En d its ranks hed to be filled 
with non-Canadian recriits, who 
went with it to India for a long 
stay. Eventually the Canadians

NEED MORE PRODUCTION 


He added, however, a pipeline, if} 


found necessary, would not be con- 
structed until the present Alberta 
was much higher 
than at present. 

At present 38 crude wells are 
Producing in the Turner Valley 
field, They have a potential daily 
Production of approximately 30,- 
000 barrels. In addition there are 
+35 wells drilling or preparing to 
start. 

He predicted Turner Valley oil 
production would be doubled and 
probably trebled in 1938 and that 
the present proration schedule of 
42 per cent of capacity allowed in 
the Valley field would be increased 
to 75 per cent within 90 days. 
CHEAPER RATES 

Cheaper freight rates were 
necessary for marketing of Turner 
Valley oil products in eastern and 
western Canada, he said. 


Mr. Campbell believed the rates | 


should be 60 cents a barrel for 
transporting by rail to Fort William 
and 50 cents to Pacific coast points. 
The present rate is around $1.25 a 
barrel. 

“We want our crude oil field list- 
ed in Canada a8 a natural product,” 
said Mr. Campbell, “Of course, be- 
ing listed it would have to come 
under the control of the 
ment.”

Either 
write the verses very neatly, or typewrite them and paste 
them in. Classify them a little, and leave @ few pages 
in the front for especial favorites in years to come 
And memorize one, now and then, When you are beset 
wilh anxieties at night and ean't sleep, there is no ano- 
dyne like the repeating of beautiful lines 

Here's one of my favorites. If you like it, start with 
this. It's by Mary Mapes Dodge, who was for years the 
brilliant editor of beloved "St. Nicholas,” and wrote 
“Hans Brinker.”

In playing suit contracts the de- | 
clarer’s constant thought should be 
to guard himself against adverse | 
ruffs. When he must cash certain | 
high cards before drawing the op- 
ponents’ trumps he should, wher- 
ever possible, lead up to these aces 
and kings rather than ley them 
down. In case this is not clear the 
following analysis will, I hope, | 
throw further light. 
South, dealer: 
Both sides vulnerable. 


North-South did not use asking 
bids, hence South’s four diamond 
bid was merely a strong rebid im- 
Plying a mild slam try and, at the 
same time. keeping the bidding 
within game range to four no 
trump, since this would automat- 
ically put him in a five contract. 

West opened the five of clubs, a 
favorable lead for declarer. Yast} 
played the king, and the ace won. | 
The proper play at this point was | 
to return the club, in the hope of 
establishing dummy’s jack as an | 
eventual trick, Declerer, however, | 
thought he had other fish to fry. | 
Probably on the theory that he| 
would have to ruff only one losing | 
diamond in order to insure the con- | 
tract, he decided to “play safe” by | 
getting out at least one round of | 
trumps. He, therefore, led low to | 
dummy’s queen. East ducked, and | 
now, since another heart lead might 
invite the defenders to continue 
with a third round, declarer 
switched to diamonds. He led low 
to the ace and cashed the king; 
that is. he thought he was cashing 
it! East rudely interrupted with a| 
Tuff. then laid down the ace end 
another heart, sweeping dummy 
clear of trumps. Declarer found 
himself with a losing club and two 
losing diamonds, thus suffering a | 
200 point penalty. 

It was more difficult to lose this 
contract than to meke it. Even after 
declarer’s failure to return a club 
at the second trick, the situation 
should have been well in hand. 
Even the unnecessary lead of a 
heart would not have been fetal 
if declarer had taken the precau- 
tion to lay down one high diamond 
honor from his own hend. then, on 
reaching dummy with the heart 
queen, to lead up to the other dia- 
mond honor. Against this, East 
would be helpieee If he ruffed, 
declarer would merely discard a 
losing diamond; if he didn't, the 
king would be cashed and a low 
diamond led and ruffed. East could 
overruff and return a trump, but 
in thet case declarer would lose 
only one club, the heart ace, and 
one diamond.

O'Leary, D.D., Archbishop "t 
Edmonton, on May 22 next 
would have observed the silver 
jubilee of his episcopal con- 
secration. In celebration of this 
anniversary, a biography of 
His Excellency was written for 
the Western Catholic Almanac 
1938 issue, which is dedicated 
to the Archbishop, and publish- 
ed within the last two weeks. 
Bu permission of the Almanac, 
the biography is reprinted here.

This 1938 Western Caiiolic Alma- 
frac is humbly dedicated to His 
Excellency Most Reverend Henry 
Joseph O'Leary, D.D., Archbishop 
of Edmonton and Metropolitan for 
the province of Alberta. Our pur- 
pose in this dedication is to join 
with other publications in doing 
honor to our Chief Pastor who in 
this year of grace celebrates the 
Silver Jubilee of his episcopal con- 
secration, 

We know that fuller accounts of 
oug Archbishop's life and work 
will be given by more gifted pens 
than the present writer's but it 
occurred to us that some sketch of 
His Excelléncy’s cevcer as priest 
and bishop would '> of interest to 
our Annual readers and easily kept 
at hand in such compact form as 
this publication furnishes. 


Henry Joseph O'Leary was born | 


in Richibucto, New Brunswick, on 
March 13, 1879. The family had 
settled in that province many 
years before and had played and 
were continued to play a large part 
in the political and industrial life 
of that portion of the Maritimes. 
His father was Henry O'Leary who 
Was a merchant and ship owner, 
and member of the New Brunswick 
legislature for many years, 


DEVOTION TO CHURCH 

His mother was also an O'Leary, 
a native of St. John and a sister 
of the saintly Indian missionary 
Rev. William O'Leary. Many are 
still alive in St. John and Rich-| 
ibucto who recall well Mary 
O'Leary, the mother of our Arch- 
bishop and they like to tell of her} 
strong faith and her devotion to} 
God and His Church, 

The story of how she took her 
little sons, Henry and Louis, to a 
convent chapel and there conse- 
crated them to God's service, shows 
that she was profoundly religious, 
sincerely devoted to God and to His 
holy Church, God accepted this) 
saintly mother’s offering—Henry 
became priest, bishop and arch-| 
bishop; Louis, priest and bishop | 

The future archbishop received 
his early education in the schools | 
of his native town. Even in his 
tender early years, he outshone his | 
school fellows and showed the keen 
brilliant mind which was to mark 
him in his college and seminary 
years. At the very early age of 13, 
he completed the Grammar School 
course and carried off every aca- 
demic honor offered. 

Continuing his education, Henry | 
Joseph O'Leary, entered St, Joseph's | 
College, Memramcook, in his native | 
New Brunswick. This was in 1892. 
Five years later he finished his Arts 
course and was graduated with the 


| 


degree B.A. 
In the fall of ‘92, following his 
graduation, and still in his early 


teens, Henry Joseph O'Leary enter- 
ed the Seminary: of Philosophy at 
Montreal, and after spending one 
year there, he began his theological 
studies at the Grand Seminary in 
the same city. He excelled in all 
the sacred sciences and was for-| 
tunate, even blessed, in having for 
his teachers the Su!pician Fathers 
whose success in the training of 
seminary youth is known in every 
part of the Catholic world, 


SEE NOTABLE RULE 

The seminary professors soon 
saw in their pupil, Henry Joseph 
O'Leary of New Brunswick, one 
who would some day play a dis- 
tinguished role am@ng the church- 
men of Canada. He completed his 
ecclesiastical studies, with great 
distinction, in 1901 and was ordain- 
ed to the holy priesthood in Rich-| 
ibucto, ort September 21, 1901. 

The ordaining prelate was the 
Bishop of Chatham, His Lordship} 
Thomas Francis Barry. He had 
come to his native home for or- 
dination but father and mother 
were not there to receive him, they 
both had passed to their reward 
during . his seminary days. His) 
brother and life-long companion in 
school and college was also absent. 
The then Father Louis was absent 
in Rome where he had been or-| 
dained the previous year. 

In the fail of 1901, Father Henry 
Joseph O'Leary proceeded to Rome 
and entered upon further studies at 
the famed University of the Pro- 
paganda where in one year he com- 
pleted the course leading to the de- 
gree of Doctor of Philosophy. He | 
spent the next year at the Sorbonne 
studying the French lenguage. Re- 
turning to Rome he spent a further 
two years doing post graduate work 
in theology and was at the end 
of that time given the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity. 

He remained in the Eterna] City 
for still another year completing 
the course in Common Law and 
was given the degree in that sub- 
ject by the University of the 
Apollinaris, In 1905, he returned to 
Canada, after having completed 
what would ordinarily have been 
@ six years course in four years, 
‘Too, he had found time to travel in 
many European countries and to 
become proficient in the Italian and 
French languages.

Dr, O'Leary's first appointment 
on his return to his native diocese 
of Chatham was as assistant in the 
parish of Bathurst. His great zeal
